‘of such common occurrence as to excite little 


or no comment; Montanans are proverbial 
for their betting propensities, and this elec- 
tion was played for all there was in it. Prob- 
ably a quarter of a million of dollars was 
wagered on the result in and around Helena. 

This election was held under the provisions 
of tne Australian law as adopted by the late 
constitutional convention. The law required 
the printing of the ballots and insured the 
privacy of the voter while preparing his 
ticket. There was—until today at least—a 
vast deal of opposition to the method

the ‘statute as to registering the voters will 
unquestionably be modified to some extent 
and limited to the larger cities and towns.

The voting booths 
in the most turbulent quarters ot 
Helena were remarkably quiet and free 
from disturbances. There were no ticket 
peadlers or other petty annoyances. Voters 
were admitted singly into the presence of 
the judges and banded the tickets. Then the 
voter retired alone into a room and prepared 
his ballot. The judges of election gave as- 
sistance in case it was asked. The whole 
proceeding occupied not more than three 
or four minutes and the voter was ushered 
out of the voting place as soon as his ballot 
was déposited in the box. The system sim- 
plifies the machinery of elections and bol 
ishes some of the most objectionable features 
of that in general use—towit: the ticket ped- 
dlers and hangers on. 

All Helena, or at least the male portion 
thereof, spent the day in the streets. The 
polls opened at 8 in the morning and closed 
at 6 inthe afternoon. The campaign com- 
mittees made every effort tosecure the votes 
of individusis—in fact. it was a hunt for the 
individual voter. The Democrats continued 
to bet on the success of their ticket until 
the closing of the polls, when they offered 
odds of 2 to 1 on Maginnis and Toole.

Shortwinded for Long Race 

The Hudson arrived here at 3:55 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, having made the run from Mack- 
inaw in a little short of twenty-four hours.

A Large Attendance and Many Flowers 
The Services—Other Obituary Matters. 

The funeral of the late Col. Wiley S. Scribner 
was held at 8:30 o’clock yesterday morning from 
his late residence, No. 376 La Salle avenue, un 

der the auspices of U.

G. A. R. The funeral 
was an extremely 
large one, 300 or 400 
being present, among 
them Sheriff Matson,

The services consisted simply of the Grand 
Army ritual and were conducted by the Rey. Dr. 
H. W. Bolton, commander of U. 8. Grant post, 
assisted by Chapiain A. F. Walcott. Other com- 
rades who took part in the services were Senior 
Vice Commander John Barker, Junior Vice 
Commander Dr. Robert Hall, Comrede James 
Sexton. Comrade H. S. Dietrich, and Comrade 
A. J. Miksch, ’ 


The floral designs were numerous and elab- 


orate, and fittingly illustrated Col. Scribner’s 
popularity in life. Nearly every department in 
the county building was represen by a de- 
sign of some kind, and the veterans had sent 
some of the largest and most elaborate desigus 
ever seen upon a similar occasion in Chicago. 
The little front parlor in which the coffin lay 
seemed a mass of flowers. 

Around the coffinitself was draped the Amer- 
ican flag, and on top was a sheaf of wheat from 
the Metropolitan Acoident association, with the 
lettering in flowers:

: BSTEEMED PRESIDENT. : 

Grant post sent a large bank of ivy with the 
badge of the Grand Army running diagonally 
across it. An epormous shield of asters and 
cella lilies surmounted by crossed guns and a 
fatigue cap of pansies was from the Chicago 
Union Veteran club, and a handsome floral 
Maltese cross from the Veteran Union league. 

There were two designs from the employés of 
the recorder’s office. One trom the folio depart 
ment was a broken column, and the other from 
the girls of he recorder’s office was a large bank 
of flowers surmounted by a dove hol ribbons 
in its bill.

Scribrer, and Comrades Barker, Hall, Sexton, 
Dietrich, and Miksch each laid a flower on the 
coffin with some . Meant eg remark. The 
service closed with * Nearer, My God, to Thee.” 

The procession from the house to the depot, 
whence the body was taken by special train to 
Madison, Wis., was an extremely long one, being 
four or five blocks in leagth. Indeed, there were 
so many mourners that not half of them could 
get into the house. 

First came a squad of police, followed by 3 
band, playing a funeral march.

GREATER SEWAGE DILUTION NEEDED AT 
once 


Mayor Cregier submitted to the council 
night before last a plan for the partial purifi- 
cation of the stockyards bayou of the south 
branch, that foul aggregation of filth which 
extends from the stockyards northwestward 
to the south branch. His plan—a simple and 
inexpensive one which has often been sug- 
gested—is to tap the canal at the point where 
Western avenue crosses it and run a seven 
foot conduit along the avenue to Thirty-ninth 
street, ana from that point to make au open 


cut westward till the south fork is reached. 


As the water in the canal, having been 
pumped up three feet, is that much hicher 
tnan the water in the south branch, if the 
canal were tapped in the manner indicated 
the stream would flow with a three foot head 
through conduit, ditch, and south fork to the 
south branch, thus creating a circulation in 
what has hitherto been a stagnant bayou and 
removing the mass of filth that has accumu- 
lated in it. 

But this project, while improving greatly 
the sanitary condiuon of the south fork and 
the adjoining territory, will require the 
Bridgeport pumps to lift more water if the 
present insufficient quantity—50,000 cubic feet 
a minute—is to be maintained. If the pumps 


do not lift as much more water than they 


now do as the conduit. carries off the condi- 
tion of the south branch will be somewhat 
worse than itis now, for the relief given by 
the pumps will be 50,000 cubic feet minus the 
amount which flows back through the con- 
duit, and the water going down the canal 
will be filthier than at present. 

Far better resuits will be had if the 
mayor will make his scheme a part of the 
more comprehensive project outlined by his 
predecessor, which would have been in force 
now had not the scratchers” willed other- 
wise. Recognizing the fact that under any 
circumstances four or five years must pass 


dy before the drainage channel could be 


made available, and seeing the rapidity with 
which the inevitable increase in population 
and manufactories was adding to the pollu- 
tion of the river, which made it necessary to 


K | take immediate action in order that the 
| river might become no fouler than it was. 

. | two ideas suggested themselves to Mayor, 
| Roche. 


One of them was to get the consent 
of the canal commissioners to putin a sluice 
at Summit, through which 15,000 or 20,000 
cubic feet aminute might be pumped into the 
Desplaines. The capacity of the canal between 
that point and the canal pumping works is 
s mucb greater than in the deep cut part of 
the-canal down at Lemont that there would 
be no difficulty about putting in one or more 
pumps and throwing the additional 20,000 | 
cubic feet over the dam at Bridgeport. 

The other idea was to get the consent of 
the Lyons authorities to the erection of 
cheap buildings at the Ogden dim and, the 
placiug there of pumps to throw 30,000 or 
40,000 cubic feet a minute over into the Des- 
plaines. By these two methods the quantity 
of water taken dutof tne river per minute 


| would be raised from 50,000 to 100,000 cubic 


feet, thus reducmg the polluuon by dilution 


and greatly improving the condition of the 


river. This doubled dilution would be grati- 
fying to. the peopie down the valiey, for the. 
quality of the water in both the canal and 
the Desplaines would be immensely im- 
proved. 

The only serious obstacle in the way of 
throwing this water into the Desplaines 
would be the icemén at Willow Springs in 
the winter season, whose business would be 
temporarily injurea till the deep cut was 
made. But it was the belief of tne ex-mayor 
that as all the damages which could be 
awarded by the courts would be the net profit 
on a season’s business it would be far 
cheaper for the city to pay that sum fora 
few years, until the great drainage canal 


was completed, than to run the risk of pesti- 


lence growing out of an intolerably filthy 
river. 


THE COSTLY AND THE CHEAP WAY. 

The committee whose members are labor- 
ing over the task of finding some way of 
connecting the parks and boulevard systems 
ot the various divisions, so that it may be 
possible to reach one from another, passing 
through the heart of the city in a carriage, 
has suggested a method of linking together 
the north and south divisions which shall 
avoid the necessity of interfering with the 
vested and sacred rights of the merchants 
who use the sidewaiks of Michigan avenue 
trom Randolph street to the river forstorage 

purposes and the roadway for their trucks 
and borses. 

It is proposed to have a viaduct which sball 
start either on the Lake Front park along- 
side of Michigan avenue or on Dearborn park; 
which shall cross the Randolph street via- 
duct on grade or go above it; whicn shall 
cross Rush street bridge on a story above 
the present carriageway; and -which shall 
curve around on North Water street and 
reach the solid earth somewhere on Pine 
street. There is no question that this is 
feasible. Give an engineer money enough 
and he will build a railroad from Alaska to 
Terra del Fuego. But the question is, How 
is the money to be had and is it practically 
feasibie? 

Most people suppose that some time or 
other the Lake Front park north of Madison 
street will be sold to the IIlinois Central for 
several millions, The purchaser would want 
all of it and would not wish to surrender a 
strip ou the west front. A viaduct erected 
there would have to come down before a 
trade could be made. Dearborn park, which 


it is proposed to use as an alternative, 1s 


worth perbaps half a million—a good deal to 
throw away on a viaduct approach. The 
north quarter of it has been given by the 
legisiature to the Soldiers’ home, which pro- 
poses to cover it with a building. Cannot it 
be interfered with! The public library will 
in the course of time want the rest. Nor 
can the city allow the park to be thus used 
for a viaduct without the consent of the 
legislature, if anybody chooses to protest. 

If the boulevard viaduct crosses the Ran- 
dolph street viaduct at grade there will be 


an ugly crossing—a double line of heavy and: 


heavily loaded teams co!liding with a double 
line of light private vehicles. If it crosses it 
above grade it will be a rather airy struct- 
ure. In view of the recent accident at Rush 
street bridge when the huge propeller came 
near throwing it into the river timid people 


| might not look with approval on a viaduct in 


the top story of that structure. 
But, as has been said, engineering difficul- 
ties can be met with money. In this case, 
however, where is it to come from, and how 
much will be needed? Supoosing it takes a 
milnou or even half that. The city has not 
qos. 05 So uate. General texpayers will ob- 
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what will give. Till it is known what 
this scheme will cost, and how the cash is to 
be had, it cannot be given serious consider- 
ation. 

The city meanwhile, acting strictly within 
ite duty and authority, can take from the 
sidewalks of Michigan avenue from Randolph 
to South Water seven feet on each side and 
add that fourteen feet to the roadway.

GEN. GRANT'S LAST RESTING PLACE. 

The letter which Col. Fred Grant has writ- 
ten to the editor of the New York World 
(printed in the last issue of Tun Trisvuxe) 


upon the question of removing the remains of 
his distinguisbed father from New York, 


where his grave is now both neglected and 
desecrated, to Washington, settles some in- 
teresting points and emphasizes the duty of 
the nation in this matter. 

Col. Grant’s letter clearly shows that his 
father expressed no wish to be buried in the 
city of New York. The written instructions 
which he gave to his son about a week before 
his death, when his ailment precluded the 
effort of speech, were to the effect that while 
the family owned burial lots in St. Louis and 


Galena, and possibly one might be purchased 


in New York, he had no particular choice of 
place of interment. Ina parting letter left 
to his wite he reiterated what he had written 
to his son, and, as he had done on the latter 
occasion; made the solitary stipulation that 
wherever bis tomb might be a place should 
be reserved for his wife by his side. Mrs. 
Grant, after the general’s death, decided 


upon New York because its mayor offered 


her the written guarantee that upon her 
death she should be placed beside her bus- 
band. It was not known by the family at 
that time that the general’s stipulation could 
be carried out in Washington, and when 
word came from there that it could be ful: 
filled it was 100 late, as the offer of New 
Tork had been accepted. 

It is not necessary to read between the 
lines of this tetter to discover that the fam- 


ily of Gen. Grant are now desirous of having | 


his remains removed to the national capital, 
Washington, where a suitable monument can 
be erected over them by the American 
people; and that they are opposed to the 
further occupancy of the real estate adver- 
tising lot in New York’s pleasure park, as 
well as shocked and grieved, in common with 
all other patriotic Americans who revere 
Gen. Grant’s memory, at the manner in which 
the grave has been neglected. Col. Grant 
says explicitly: Since the nation made his 
great funeral and wishes to build his tomb 


‘they were and are ready to accede to any place 


for his tomb which the nation may decide is 
best, provided of course that his expressed 
} wish be carried out.” 
sons which must have actuated Col. Grant 
and which courtesy forbade him to express 
in his letter under the circumstances. He 
clearly sees not only that his father’s grave 
bas been negiected during the last four 
years, but that this neglect will continue in 
the future for the reason that New York was 
never a friend of Gen. Grant. It voted for 
peace at any price in 1864, which would have 
resulted in dismemberment of the union; and 
it also votea against Grant for President in 
1868 because he fought to save a union from 
destruction. 


HOD TAYLOR'S PLAN TO MAKE THE FA- 
| CIFIC ROADS PAY UP. 

“Hod” Taylor, the new United States 
commissioner of railroads, nas been in office 
only a stort time, but is already displaying 
peculiar notions in regard to his official 
duties. Heretofore the commissioner of 
railroads has filed perfunctory statistical re- 
ports from time to time, drawn his pay with 
regularity, and not bothered himself with 
plans to protect the interest of the people or 
the government in the Pacific roads. Com- 


‘missioner Taylor, however, devotes a large 


part of his report to the advocacy of a plan 
by which the systematic defaults of the Pa- 
cific roads in their dealings with the govern- 
ment can be stopped and the corporations 
compelled to pay their dues. Mr. Tayior 
recommends an extension of the debt of the 
subsidized roads at a reduced rate of inter- 
est, because he thinks that the only possible 
way to secure payment, but he would prohib- 
it the payment of dividends by any of the 
Pacific roads until all its arrearages to the 
government were made up, and he would re- 
quire such a percentage of the gross earn- 
ines of the subsidized lines as would realize 
sums sufficient to pay accruing interest and 
provide @ sinking fund to meet the principal 
of the debts at maturity. 

The chief point in Commissioner Taylor’s 
recommendations—that dues to the govern- 
ment be taken from gross mstead of net earn- 
ings—was earnestly advocated by Tun Tris- 
UNE years ago at the time of the passage of 
‘tne Thurman act. The great mistake of the 
Thurman act was in taking the percentage 
due the government out of net instead of 
gross earnings. The failure of the measure 
to accomplish the end aimed at is due to this 
great blunder. As Tun Trisunz predicted. 
‘the Pacific railroad ring seized the oppor- 
tunity to divert the business and earnings of 
the subsidized lines and systematically 
“milked”? them for the advantage of the 
branch and connecting non-aided roads on 
which the government has no lien. New 
construction,” “equipment,” and rental“ 
accounts have been manipulated to consume 
gross earnings for the benefit of the non- 
aided lines and leave as little as possible in 


‘he way of net earnings. If allowed to 


divert earnings and business the Pacitic rail- 
road ring will build up newsystems on which 
the government has no hen, and do this out of 
earnings which should go into the federal 
treasury in payment of their debts, and in 
the end the United States will be left with a 
second mortgage and a wrecked and ruined 
property on its hands. 

If tne United States will take its dues out 
of gross earnings the diversion. of business 
and profits to non-aided lines can be stopped 
and the payment of the debt to the govorn- 
ment enforced. The Pacific railroad system 
of “bookkeeping” could not then be used to 
evade the law and swindle the government. 
There would be no further disputes as to 
What necessary or “ proper” items of ex- 
pense should be deducted from earnings be- 
fore the government could make a claim for 
its share of the net profits. If the Pacific 
railroads expect or desire to pay their debt 
to the government they would accept the 
plan of contributing from gross earnings as 
the. most reasonable and least burdensome. 
In years of crop failures or business depres- 
sion when receipts were light their payments 
to the government would be correspond ingly 
reduced, while if required to pay fixed sums 
at stated periods they might under such cir- 
cumstances be compelied to default. By

He can put but one ticket 
in the box, like other voters, and not in 
handfuls.

He feels as the Democratic postmas- 
ters did after Harrison was elected, when 
they saw they would have to go. 

It is a good riddance. His dominion has 
losted too long.

HOW AN ELECTION SNARL CAN BE PRE- 
VENTE 


Under an amendment to the cities and vil- 
lages act passed in 1879 “ the regular charter 
elections of eity officers of any city having 


the same territory as an organized township 


or townships,”’ have taken place “the same 
day provided by law for the township elec- 
tion or elections—to-wit: the first Tuesday 
m April.“ Under this law, which was de- 
signed especially to prevent two elections in 
Chicago in April—one for township officers, 
the other for city officers—the cit ty elections 
have occurrea in this city the first Tuesday 
of April since 1879, city officers ana aldermen 
being elected the same day (and recently on 
the same ticket) as supervisors, collectors, 
assessors, etc. Unless care is taken just now 
there will be a departure from this plan, and 
there will be twe elections in this city next 
April, one for aldermen and one for town- 
ship officers. At the June special e:ection a 
plece of territory in Cicero about a mile and 
a half long and averaging three-quarters of a 
mile wide, embracing the settlement of More- 
land, was annexed to the city. This terri- 
tory, however, remains part of the township 
of Cicero. The city of Chicago, therefore, 
has not the same territory as an organized 
township or townships. It embraces a part 
of the township of Cicero. As matters stand 
the law of 1879 would not apply and the elec- 
tion of aldermen next April should, in ac- 
cordance with the law, take place the third 
Tuesday instead of tne first Tuesday of April, 
the township elections occurring the first 
Tuesday. There is only one way of prevent- 
ing this, and that isto annex the Moreland 
strip to the west town of Chicago at the 
forthcoming election. This will make the 
city contain the organized townships of 
North, South, and West Chicago, Lake, Lake 
View, Jefferson, and Hyde Park, and nothing 
more. That being so there will be but one 
election for township and city officers. 

The process of annexation is exceedingly 
simple. A petition signed by one-fourth of 
the legal voters in the strip should be pre- 
sénted to the county board within the next 
ten days asking for the annexation of the 
The county 
board then can order an election on the ques- 
tion in the two towns concerned, Cicero and 
West Chicago. Only twenty days’ notice is re- 
quired. There is time enough to perfect the 
petition and to arrange all the preliminaries 


between now and the November election. 


A little attention tothe matter now will 
save a kreat deal of inconvenience next 
spring, and at least $50,000 to the ers.

THE DOLPHIN’S CRUISE, 
In the latter part of 1884 the United States 


steel dispatch boat Dolphin was placed in 


commission and assignéd to the North Amer- 
ican squadron. In January, 1888, she was 
ordered upon a cruise around the world. 


She headed southward and made the peruous / 


trip around Cape Horn, thence pursuing her 
way, touching at Callao, Panama, San Fran- 
cisco, Honolulu, Yokohama, Corea, Shang 
hai, Hong Kong, Singapore, Colombo, Bom- 
bay, Alexandria via the Suez canal, Naples, 
Leghorn, Geneva, Toulon, Marseilles, Gib- 
raltar, Plymouth, Madeira, Bermuda, and 
finally to New York. It was a zigzag course 
around the Horn, across the Pacific, over the 
Indian ocean, through the Suez canal, over 
the Mediterranean, and across the Atlantic, 
covering a distance of 58,020 miles, or twice 
the circuit round the giobe, with a single de- 
lay of two hours occasioned, by the heating 
of a journal crank.

should be remembered that in 1864, when 
McClelian had retreated through the Chick- 
ahominy swamps to the cover of the gun- 
boats on the James river and quit fighting 


the enemy, he decided that the war for the | 


preservation of the union was a failure and 
spent his time mainly in assaults upon Abra- 
ham Lincoln and in telling him how to make 
peace with Jeff Davis; when Gen. Grant 
came to the front.and was striking the blows 
that saved the union the city of New York 
could give but 36,681 votes for Lincoln ana 
the preservation of the union, but cast 73,709 
votes for McClellan and the dismemberment 
of the union. Four years later, when the 
union was saved and peace fully restored 
and the reunited country was entering upon 


a career of prosperity, Gen. Grant was ten- 


dered the presidency as a reward for his 
eminent services. In that year New York 
city could muster but 47,738 votes for him, 
but she could cast 108,316 votes for Seymour, 
who had always been a thorn in the side of 


Lincoln in the prosecution of the war, thus 


giving more than 60,000 majority in con- 
demnation of Grant’s services in saving the 
union, 

New York has always been an anti- 
national as well as an anti-Grant city. 
Col. Grant now knows that New York 
will never build a monument to his father’s 
memory, though its committee of one hun- 
dred millionaires promised to do so as one of 
the inducements for securing his burial 
there. Four years have passed and nothing 
has been done, and if four centuries were to 
pass nothing would be done in that city, 
which is too parsimonious and stingy to 
erect & monument to any one, much less to a 
man whose memory it does not respect. 

In view of this letter of Col. Grant, 


which gives the consent of the family to the 


removal of the general's remains to the na- 
tional capital, the duty of Congress is clear 
and emphatic. Immediately upon its assem- 
bling a bill should be introduced providing 
for the removal and making a suitable ap- 
propriation tor a monument which the peo- 
ple may increase at their own pleasure. Let 
the old commander sieep among his com- 
rades and by the side of bis favorite lieuten- 
ant, Little Phil,” and let the nation which 
loved him erect a splendid monument to his 
memory. Let him no longer rest in alien 
soil, uncared for, neglected, and forgotten. 
Place his remains among those of his com- 
rades in the capital of the nation, whose gov- 
ernment he preserved and whose authority 
he.enforeed, The New York. World itself 
recognizes the appropriateness of the change 
and says: 

If the nation, as represented by the federal 
government, should wish to remove the remains 
of Gen. Grant to the capital and build there its 
monument Minister Grant's letter intimates

Some of the 
most precocious had the cool, indifferent air of 
professional sports,“ while others, less callous, 
showed by eir restiess, feverish . 
the violent agitation racking their eager 

Poker was the favorite game /behind the cur- 
tain, and there were plenty ot boy “sharps” 
present to capture the money of beginners and 
greenhorns. Agent Finn of the society had a 
practical demonstration of the fact on one of his 
visits, for he was “roped m to a game by some 
of the boys and lost 4 in 4 brief space of time 
through their clever „ manipulation of a 
“stacked deck of cards. While the gambling 
fever was scarcely so ¥iolent at the pool tables 
as in the rear part of the place the oaths and 
ribald remarks of the youngsters who stood by 
watching the games and the angry curses of the 
losers in the games were scarcely more edifying 
than the flushed faces of the greenhorns and the 
coldolooded conduct of the sports at the card 
tables. 

It will not do for any Chicagoan to motrn over 
the depravity of New York and exult in the 
superior virtue of this city,for the scenes de- 
scribed above can be witnessed in Chicago any 
night of the week., but especially Saturday. The 
same strained and eager faces of youths, the 
same greed to win, the same fury over loss, can 
be seen here by any one who knows where to 
look for it. He can easily learn where to go to 
see it by glancing at what the papers have had 
to say on the subject. 

Such gatherings of halfgrown boys can be 
witaessed nightly in spite of the mayor's fool 
and false statement that gambling is being 
stamped out—that “be has given positive orders 
that it be stopped, and that those orders are 
obeyed.”

“Tame abroad, As outiined in these dispatches 


last night, the United States steamer Chica- 
go becomes the flagship of the European 
squadron. —. 

Commodore Walker, in compliance with 
orders from Sevretary Tracy, boisted his flag 
on her today in New York harbor, and within 
less than a fortnight if the present program 
is carried out will sail for the Mediterranean 
waters and assume command of the Euro- 
pean squadron with a fleet composed of en- 
tirely new vessels—the Obi ston, At- 
lanta, and Yorktown. With exception of 


the Dolphin, which has just completed a cruise 


around the world, these ships will be the 
first representatives of the new navy in for- 
eign waters. With the ablest officer of the 
navy in command of the squadron and our 
modern shins comprising the fleet, Euro- 
peans may have reason to believe that the 
American navy is indeed rapidly passing 
through the rejuvenating process. 

The Chicago has on board a token present- 
ed by citizens of the lake city in appreciation 
of the honor shown in giving her the name 
she bears.

Rock Island Makés Ovt a Strong Case 

_ Against the Altoo—Berlington Earnings 
Still Improving—(ther Railroad News, 
The interstate commerce commission made 

a rulmg yesterday that caused more oxcite- 
ment and comment among the railroad offi 
cials than anything that has been done by 
the commission since its organization. It is 
nothing more nor less than a virtual declara- 
tion on the part of the commission that the 
„Gentlemen's «ssociation”’ and inferentially 
ali other railroad associations or combina- 
tions of that kind have ho stanaing before 
the commission, and cannot, as such organ- 
izations, vrosecute suits against railway 
companies or shippers for violation of the 
law, and that suite or complains of that kind 
must be prosecuted by individuals or cor- 
poratior s. The question which elicited this 
important ruling was whether Chairman 
Walker of the Interstate Commerce raiiway 
association could prosecute a suit brought by 
him in behalf of his association against the 
Alton. charging the latter with violation of 
tho law in Making contracts with 
and leasing cars to western cattle 
shippers. At the session Monday aft- 
ernoon Attorney Brown of the Alton 
denied the right of the Gentlemen’s associa- 
uon“ to bring such charges, on the ground 
that it was vot a person or an artificial body; 
that it was not recognized by law, and that 
no direct charge of violation of the law had 
been made. Chairman Walker in reply gave 
an extended analysis of tne scope and pur- 
pose of tne association, which he declared 
came properly within the bodies recognized 
by the interstace law as having the right.of 
complaint. The commission took the matter 
under advisement and stated it would render 


a decision as soon as possible on the point. 


raised by Attorney Brown. At the begin- 
ning of the session yesterday afternooa 
Judge Cooley delivered the opinion ot the 
commission, which is as foilows: 

“ A motion has been made to dismiss this 
case on the ground that the association as. 
such could not institute proceedings, not 
being known as an individual to the law. 
Wedo not care to pass upon that now, so far 
as to express uny opinion upon the reasons 
that were given for it. In this case we think 
it advisable that tne members of the asso- 
ciation, or some of them, should be parties to 
the complaint instead of using the associa- 
tion, and we give leave to amend the com- 
plaint by substituting irdividual names at 
once without in any way affecting previous 
proceedings, leaving open all questions made 
in the previous motion. Having done this 
— proceed to see what there isin the com- 
plaiut. 

* The complaint sets out a certain course of 
business in we live stock traffic between 
Chicago and Kansas City and the country 
beyond, a peculiar course of business in 
which all the parties seem to take part. It 
then charges that the respondent has made 
certain contracts relating to that business. 
and these are alleged to be illegal, ana to 
have the effect of giving tne parties con- 
tracted preferences—discrimivations, in fact. 
We are asked to investigate and we are 
asked to require the corespondent to exhibit 
the company’s contracts. 


Now, iu 2 upon this complaint. 
we do not think we should be warranted in 


requiring 4 showing of contracts, except so 
far as a prime facie case is made out. The 
law requires certain contravts to be filed with 
the commissioner, but these are now con- 
tracts of that nature. They are private con- 
tracts, and no general rights demand their 
exhibition until cause is shown for it. 

“Looking at the snow ne made by the com- 
plaint we think a prima facie case of its 
legaiity is made out as to one contract— 
namely: the one with the American Live 
Stock association—and the complainants are 
entitied to have an investigation, and tne re- 
ply should be given them pow. 

“ As to the other contracts we do not think 
a case is made out and the investigauon will 
not extend to them. 

„No the question remains as to the time 
of the investigation. We cannot proceed 
with it at this time for the obvious reason 
that it would be improper for us to assume 
to pass upon the validity of a contract toa 
third party without first giving it an oppor- 
tudity to be beard.” 

Continuing, 
American Live Stock associauon must be 
notified. The hearing, be said, would take 

at Washington. That the investiga- 
tion will be thorough was evidenced by tne 
conclusion of the opinion: 

“Now, having said this, I will only add 
that when the time comes for investigation 
we will feel at liberty to enlarge the scope of 
the inquiry so as to embrace other contracts 
and anything else that under the develop- 
ments of the case it shall be thought desira- 
ble to look into so far as it reiates to the par- 
ticular business set out in the complaint.“ 

In the Morning the case of the Rock 
Isiand against the Alton was resumed. 


‘Cnairman’ Midgley of the southwestern 


division of the Western Freight association 
Was again on the stand and bis lite made a 
burden by being obiiged to answer the un- 
pleasant questions asked by the attorneys of 
the Rock B and Alton roads. Attornéy 
Withrow of the Kock Island tried to prove 
the stop-over privilege at Kansas City, 
which caused the ovjectionable arrangements 
to be made by the Alton and otner roads, 
acted asa discriminawon in favor of Kansas 
City. He said it had made Kansas City a 
Stock market, to the detriment of othe 
towns. Attorney Brown of the Alton trie 
to prove by Mr. Midgley that the packing 
houses located there had made Kansas City a 
stock market, and not the stop-over privilege. 
Mr: Midgley explained that the stop-over 
pr was granotef six years ago and was 
originaily for a period of ten days. Later it 
was extended to thirty davs, then six months, 
and finally nere was no limit to the time al- 
lowed for stop overs. He admitted that grain 
Was being shipped at through rates on 
through bilis of lad ng four years old. He 
corroborated the statement of the Rock Isi- 
and that it had protested against the liberal 
arrangements dy other roads. Mr. Maegley, 
joint stock agent at Kansas City, was also 
examined and made to admit that all roads 


‘had been guilty of more or less crooked work. 


The matter was taken under advisement by 
the commissioners. 
It ig generally admitted that Mr. Withrow 


made out a strong case for the Kock Islana. 


His statement that all roads that had taken 
freight at through rates that had been held 
over at Kansas City to find a market bad 
been guilty’of violating the law and that only 
freight going straigbt through was entitled 
to through rates and freight that was hela 
over has to be charged the sum of tne locals, 
made evidently quite an impression upon the 
commission, and itis quite certain that the 
commission will decide that freight heid over 
at Kansas City or other points to find a mar- 
ket there cannot take advantage of through 
tariffs. Such decision will be bad for Kansas 
City, but will benefit Chicago and St. Louis. 
It will also settle the transit question Which 
has troubled the railroads so long.

Asuevitiz, N. C., Sept. 30.—Senator Voor-

Let us also in- 
vite mem to visit the seat and center of 
American population and of political 
ness and power.

As a cruiser the Baltimore ought to be able 
to travel the world over. There is no ques- 
tion of her ability to do so. Naval men speak 
of a ship’s ability to make long passages 
across the ocean as its endurance. Under 
the contract the Baltimore was expected to 
travei 1,687 miles at nineteen knots an hou 
before her full supply of 850 tons of coal was 
exbausted. At acruising speed of thirteen 
‘knots she was expected to travel to Queens- 
town and back and still have in her 
bunkers. By steaming with the utmost econ- 
omy she ought to remain at sea fifty-four 
days and cover over 10,000 miles before ex 
hausting ber coal. But she has developed 
over twenty knots an hotr instead of nine- 
teen, and it is therefore reasonable to sup- 
‘pose that she has much greater endurance 
than was anticipated. That she could cross 
the Atlantic, make things hot for the enemy 
on tue other side for a month or so, and then 
return home for more coal is certain. That 
she would in such a cruise capture coal 
enough from other ships to prolong her stav 
ad libitum is one of the reasonable probabili- 
ties.

member that in a tussel with tne City of 
Paris, as described in the Sun recentiy, her 
majesty’s big torpedo gunboat Rattlesnake 
ot badly worsted, altnough tne Rattlesnake 
as a record of 21 knots and is a dandy in 
smooth water. The Baitimore would be in 
no such way hampered by the waves. She 
carries five tubes for discharging torpedoes. 

It is not uninteresting to note here that 
because of her ability to fightin rough 
weather she would an exceedingly 
tough opponent for the best of any foreign 
fleet. e big ironciads of foreign navies 
are peculiarly smooth water fighters. 
It is a fact that in a seaway a great 
many of them would not dare to open their 
ports, for they would roll their guns under 
water. While the Benbow, one of the best 
of the British fleet, has her big guns mount 
ed high above the water, she has them there- 
by exposed to the fire of the enemy.

The carpets 
were not put down nor the curtains hung in 
any of the private rooms before the retura of 
Mrs. Harrison, as. she likes to dircct the ar- 
rangement of these things herself. 

MRS. HARRISON’S SITTINGROOM. 

Mrs. Harrison keeps tne small room at the 
northwest corner of the house for a sitting- 
room, where she has her desk, an easy chair, 
and a book always handy. This room was 
fitted up quite auugly for Mrs. Cleveland, 
and looks as she left it, save the removal of 
all the pretty things, bric-A-brac,-etc., that 
her friends go plentifully surrounded her 
with, makes a good deal of change in it. Mrs. 
Harrison has instalied in their stead all her 
painting materials, and, being sure there of 
@ good north light, can use ber leisure hours, 
if her duties leave her any, at her favorite 
occupation. Several of her water colors, no- 
ticeably the punch of pansies which attract: 
ed so much attention at the art loan last 
spring, are y decorating this room.

e bought nothing for the private end of 
the house, and the only outlay there has 
been the painting of tus lower corriaor. The 
tint chosen is many degrees tighter and the 
entire effect of the corridor is much brighter 
in consequence. Before the winter sets in 
the corridor and the red parlor are to have 
new carers. Owing to the fact that thou- 
sands of people are expected to pass through 
the rooms during the goming fortnight it 
was thought best to put the old carpets down 
again for the present.

Her Mormons Mines, and Constitution— 
Need of irrigation. 

Pocatge.1io, Idaho, Sept. 25.—[New York 
Sun.] To reach Pocatelio, coming from Salt 
Lake and Ogaen, one passes through acharm- 
ing country. The fertility of the Utah 
valley, with resulting proof of fat stacks of 
hay and straw, good cattle and horses, and 
sometimes good houses, is repeated in the 
Cache valley of the Bear river. It was once 
as barren as the Wyoming sagebrush country 
stillis, but the Mormons led the streams 


from the mountains over tne alkaline area 


that converted it into the charming country 
that ‘one sees from the cars as they 
go rolling along toward the north. It 


is a Mormon country yet, the Gentiles scarce-_ 


ly pretending to have gained à foothold. 
Logan, one of the towns that are called pret- 
ty. and that certainly look extremely wel) at 


Ja distance, has one of the largest Mormon 


tempies in the territory, and it is the most 
conspicuous object between the railroad and 
the Wahsatch mountains that rise like a 
great wall east of the town. The Mormons 
appear to have followed this valley to the 
north until they reached over into Idaho. 
They are settled in that territory in large 
numbers. Gentile authority says there are 
5,000 or more Mormons in Idaho. A Mormon 
acquaintance of whom I inquired said that 
the Mormons in the territory will number 
20,000 to 25,000. That would give them 5,000 
voters, and it may be that my Gentile in- 
formant, who was also a Republican and a 
strong fighter in the anti-Mormon ranks, was 
simply taking account of voting Mormons in 
giving’ his estimate.

hensive systems of irrigation that will be 
necessary to convert the sage-brush and 
alkali plains into productive fields and the 
grazing lands into pastures that can be de- 
pended upon to sustain cattie without abso- 
lute dependence * the rare summer rains. 
Then again, as in Wyoming, itis at once ap- 
2 to the leust experienced observer tnat 
ndividual effort and capital can do little 
toward making Idaho productive agricultur- 
ally. If there could be any reason given for 
government control and support of a 
scheme of irrigation, it would be that 
the government could command the means 
to build the ditches, reservoirs, and wells if 
necessary, and that it would then be able to 
offer tne lands redeemed to settiers who will 
otherwise refuse to take them asa gift, and 
who would be obliged to pay high prices for 
them and the water og on necessary to go 
with them if they were bought from specu- 
lative improvement com panies. 

Irrigation has been tried with much suc- 
cess in Idaho. In the Boise valley and in 
other districts that have been made agricult- 
ural the soil has been so successfully treated 
with the application of water only as to war- 
rant the belief chat water only is necessary 
to convert some 12,000,000 desert acres into 
productive farms. About Boise there are 
thriving wheat fields, orchards. and vegeta- 
bie gardens. There is a good demand for 
these products in the territory and by neigh- 
boring Nevada, and Wyoming, and Montana. 
A part ot the 25,000,000 acres of grazing lands 
are put to profitable use in sheepraising, 
which has become an important interest. 
The wool clip is about two million and a nalf 
pounds a year, and the herds are rapidly in- 
creasing, with a corresponding concern upon 
the part ot the woolgrowers for a govern- 
ment partnership in the way of a profit in- 
creasing high tariff. The population, as esti- 
mated by Gov. Stevenson, 1s 100,000. It is safe 
to assume that it does not exceed that.

The fact that but one railroad, 
With its stems, occupies the territory below 
the extremity of the panhandle is indica- 
tion enough that its productions do not cal 
for greatly extended opportunity of trans- 
portation. When Idaho wants a great deal 
more from the outside, or has à great deal 
more that she wants to send away, or even a 
little more than is now sent out, tae capital 
and enterprise that stand ready at short 
notice to lay rails over mountain tops or along 
precipitous cafions will be at hand to meet 
the need.
